Suggested Routes 


By Automobile: 

From North: Route 95 to Route 495 (toward Silver Spring) to Route 
355 south (which becomes Wisconsin Ave.). Then follow directions as 
given in “From Northwest” below. 


From Northwest: Route 270 feeds into Route 355 (which becomes 
Wisconsin Ave.). Proceed on Wisconsin, turning left onto Massachu- 
setts Ave. just after Massachusetts has crossed Wisconsin. Continue 
on Massachusetts until 21st St., NW, turn right on 21st at the Ritz 
Carlton Hotel and continue to campus. 


From West: Continue on Route 50 and cross the Arlington Memorial 
Bridge, bear left at the Lincoln Memorial, turn left on 23rd St., NW. 
Continue a few blocks to campus. 


From West (Alternative): Continue on 66 (crossing over the Roosevelt 
Bridge). Take Rock Creek Park Exit (follow signs for the John F. 
Kennedy Center for the Performing Arts). Continue on Parkway to the 
first traffic signal. Turn right onto Virginia Ave., NW. At the third 
traffic signal, turn left on 25th St., NW. Bear right and make a right 
turn onto H St., NW. Continue to campus. 


From South: Route 395 to Arlington Memorial Bridge, bear left at the 
p-s Memorial. Turn left on 23rd St., NW, and continue a few blocks 
o campus. 


Alternative: From the Beltway (Route 495), take George Washington 

Memorial Parkway (Exit 14) in Virginia, and take exit on right for 

Theodore Roosevelt Bridge. After crossing bridge, first stoplight on 

Constitution Ave. is at 23rd St., NW; turn left onto 22nd St., left at 

y sign onto C St., and right onto 23rd St., NW. Proceed a few blocks 
campus.
